Boston, Aug. 15.—Butter is no higher 
this week. The supply of fine fresh creain 
ery isabout enough for the demand, and 
the upward tendency has been checked. 
Trade was light yesterday, and receivers 
were disposed to accept bids which they 
refused a week ago, but the general line of 
quotations was about the same. 

What the next move will be it is hard to 
say. The fact that no more large lots of 
butter can be put into cold storage will 
have a tendency to throw more fresh made 
lots on the market, and this will have a 
weakening influence if receipts are not 
materially decreased, 

The situation as it stands today isa 

_ critical one. With general receipts con- 
siderably larger than current consump- 
tion, and a surplus of nearly 200,000 tubs 
in cold storage, the outlook is certainly: 
not promising for high prices. 

There may be anothe® shortage of 

strictly fine, fresh{quality, and on this kind 
prices may otiffen by a gain, but it is 
doubtful if any further advance can be 
sustained, with such a large stock of June 
butter to draw from. 
Last week there were 5993 tubs put.into 
the Quincy cold storage, and 4226 tubs 
taken por leaving a stock of 192,591 tubs, 
against, 142,558 tubs the same time last 
year. Itis estimated that outside places 
hold enough to make the stock in Boston 
fully 200,000 tubs. 

Ifa foreign outlet could be opened there 
would be some chance for a relief, but ad- 
vices from abroad are as discouraging as 
ever, and at present there is nothing to do 
bui to bear up under the load and wait 
patiently for further developments. 

A close canvas of the market showed 
that sellers did not have things their own 
way as much as the week previous. In 
fact, most of them were waiting for cus- 
tomers, und although asking the same 
prices as a week ago, they wera disposed 
to make sume’ compromise,

Village Improvement. 


The recent editorial in the TowNs- 
MAN séems to have aroused one of our 
good friends to the point of two com- 
munications in our columns, and in the

and corporations must be left to the 
conduct of their own affairs in their own 
way, and su fer the consequences of any 
neglect or mistakes. - True, we would 
all hail withtdelight fine grounds ‘and 
well-kept walks at the expense of every 
individual and corporation, but aside 
from influence, example, and: public 
sentiment, we have no place in counsel- 
ling for a man’s use of his own, eyen if 
itbe grounds whose neglect we must 
see. But when such astatement asthe 
following is made, it should not go un- 
noticed, ‘*C” says: ae 
‘Because.it 1s Abbott aud Marland 
Villages 18 no reason surély’why there 
should be so much apparent heslect in 
these places. The toiler in the mills 
has far more weed of goncrete walks 
through the part of the town in which 
he lives, to have beautiful and attrac- 
tive surroundings than the ‘aristocrat’ 
and ‘divine’ whose abodes are on the 
‘Hill.’ The Improvement Society ¢an- 
not be expected to do this of them- 


selver, but their influence can surely be 
a means to this end.”’ 


Our correspondent bas evidently been 
unfortunate in this arraignmeut of the 
poor against the rich, the ‘‘aristocrat’’ 
against the “operative.” Who owns 
the two villages -he cites?. Are there 
any richer or more aristocratic. people 
in Andover than these owners? “The 
toiler in the mill needs concrete walks;’’ 
of course he does, but does,not ‘'C”’ 
know that concrete walks ara put where 
the abuttors are willing to pay for them 
and neither the Andover Village Im- 
provement. Society, public sentiment,

Care of Macadamized Road. 


Under: the above heading an editorial 
in the Boston Herald has the following 
excellent advice to give to highway of- 
ficers, 

Those who have charge of our high- 
ways would do well to give more at- 
tention to the care of roadways con- 
structed with macadamized or Tel- 
ford pavement, With all the impor- 
tance now attached to the building, 
of good roads, the lesson of their bene- 
fit is but half learned until our high- 
way authorities have found out the 
best way to care for them and keep 
them in proper répair.. A good road 
loses half its usefulness unless it is 
cared for properly, and without skillful 
maintenance it will soon go to destruc- 
tion. A prevailing error appears to ex- 
ist in considering the dust that is 
ground away from the surface by the 
impact of hoofs and wheels as some- 
thing of value that must be kept in 
place by liberal watering. In fact, 


this should be removed as thoroughly 


as possible, for its presence is a detri- 
ment. Our London correspondent, Ar- 
thur Warren, in describing the roads 
of that city, pointed out some time ago 
how macadamized ways in that city

CROMWELL'S FIRST STATUE. 


An Image of Wood and Wax Carrie 
Through London In 1658. 

When Edward Burrough, the Quaker 
‘Apostle of London,’’ whom George 
Fox called his ‘‘Son of Thunder,’’ was 
passing through Gharing Cross on his 
way to the city, upon the ‘'22d day of 
the ninth. month,’’ 1658, he found the 
streets crowded with people. ‘The 
guards of soldiers, horse and foot,’’ says 
he, ‘‘stayed me and stopped my horse and 
said I might not pass that way. Nei- 
ther, indeed, I will,’’ adds he, ‘‘by rea- 
son of the throng of people.’’ 

When he inquired the reason of ‘‘this 
thronging and pressing of multitudes.’ 
he was told that they all came out ‘‘only 
to see a dead image and invented ' fea- 


‘ture, without life or breath, which would 


be carried this way.’’ ‘It was not. the 
great Protector’s body, but udead image 
of wood or wax, arrayed and decked 
with foolish inventions, and it ‘‘was to 
be carried from place to place that day 
between Somerset House and Westmin- 
ster, a8 Was usual in the timeof popery, 
for multitudes of foolish people to gaze 
upon and wonder after and admire.’ . 
The zealous Quaker thought the statue 
of Oliver Cromwell all the more an ip- 
sult to his memory because ‘‘he was 
once a great instrument in the hands of 
the Lord to break down many idola- 
trous images, and grievons; idgls,. And 
have they now, said my spirit, made a 
costly image of. him? And are such as 
were onee his soldiers, who pulled dato 
images and crosses, and all such popish- 
like stuff wherever they mét with it, 
now guarding his image atid watching 
over it, and his children and officers 


following it, multitudes of the inhabit- |! 


ants of London gazing after it? This is 
sad, said I, and a great pity. Is this 
the end and final farewell of once noble 
Oliver??’ 

Edward Burrough concluded that iv 
Was ‘‘a judgement’? upon Cromwell to 
be thus wronged after his death, because 
he had suffered the servants of the Lord 
(the Quakers) to be persecuted and im- 
prisoned for crying against such things 
as were popish. He says that Cromwell 
himself would have been angry at it. 
‘‘T knew the man when he was living 
and had the knowledge of his spirit. 
And Lam perswaded if it had been asked 
him in his lifetime if such an image 
should be‘made like him, and then set 
up in such a place, I believe he would 
have denied, I say, and said, ‘It shall 
not be there for me, when I am dead ' 
If it had been his bones,’’ added the 
Quaker, ‘‘I should not have had aught 
against it, whereas it was but an image 
So Burrough went 
home and wrote his ‘Testimony Against 
Great Idolatry. ’’—Westminster Gazette.

MADE IN CONGRESS. 
CATCHY PHRASES THAT HAVE COME 
INTO COMMON. USE. 


The First Buncombe Speech Was Delivored 
In 1820—Blaine and Conkling In Debate. 
Famous Sentences Pronounced by States- 
men When Not In Congress. 


Many of the best known and most 
quoted, phrases with which the Amer- 
ican people are familiar originate in 
congress. 

There is no reason why, if a good 
thing issaid upon the floor of the senate 
or house, the country should not know 
it»in 24 hours. With a press gallery 
thronged with correspondents who are 
always ready and eager to pick up the 
novel phrase or the pt description, with 


the great press associations distributing 


the debates from one end of the country 
to the other, and with newspapers only 
too anxious to give currency to the lat- 
est. expression, &@ man who says a good 
thing in congress one afternoon may 
wake up the next morning and. find his 
saying in everybody’s mouth. There is 
something in the atmosphere of con- 
gress, too, that develops the latent wit 
and inspires to repartee. If a senator or 
a representative has anything in him at 
all, it is bound to come out in a rough 
and tumble debate with a political op- 
ponent. Many of the congressmen have 
already had their genius_in this direc- 
tion tested upon ‘he'stump and “know 
how to hold) their own in the face of all 
comers. It does not always follow, how- 
ever, that # statesman who is good in 
debate will achieve fame by uttering a 
phrase that becomes popular. 

To go back tothe beginning of con- 
gressional history is to discover many 
phrases uttered in congress which are 
still current. It wasasfar back as 1820, 
for instance, that Felix Walker, a mem- 
ber of the North Carolina distrigt which 
included: Buncombe county, apologized 
for the emptiness of his remarks by 
stating that he had to make a speech 
‘*just for Buncombe.’’ This is a saying 
which has come down through the years 
asabyword, ‘‘Liberty and union, one 
and inseparable, now and forever,’’ was 
uttered by Webster in his famous reply 
to Hayne. ' Lincoln’s ‘‘with malice to- 
ward none and charity toward all’’-was 
first heard in the halls of congress when 
his second inaugural address was read 
to the assembled representatives. In 
later years Senator Ingalls contributed a 
number of epigrammatic sentences, the 
best known of which perhaps was utter- 
ed in his wordy due] - with Senator 
Brown of Georgia.’ The latter had a 
habit of rubbing his hands together as 
he talked, and Ingalls, with bitter em- 
phasis, described him as ‘‘washing his 
hands with invisible soap in impercept- 
ible water,’’. Another remark by In- 


galls was much quofed at the time. Ho, 


was discussing the oleomargurine bill 
and said regarding certain dairy prod- 
ucts that he stood ‘‘in awe at their 
strength and reverence for their antiq- 
uity.’’ In Proctor Knott’s widely copied 
Duluth speech occurs that phriise, ‘‘the 
zenith city of the unsalted seas,’’ a title 
which Duluth has always proudly kept. 

Blaine and Conkling, with all, their 
greatness, left no single phrase as a leog- 
acy of their participation in congres- 
‘Burn these letters’’ 
was often quoted after the Mulligan af- 
fair, but this sentence was not first ut- 
tered in congress. The famous debate 
between the two men, which estranged 
their whole lives, ocetirred in April, 
1866, OVer a very trivial matter—the 
continuance of the bureau of the provost 
matshal general. It gave Blaine, how- 
ever, a chance to satirize Conkling in a 
single sentence. An article written by 
Theodore Tilton hi. | 
Conkling had been likened to Winter 


| Davis. ‘The resemblance is great,’’ ex 
claimed Blaine, with pungent. satire. 


“Tt is striking ! “Hyperion “to~ a-satyr; 
Thersites to Hercules, mud to marble, a 
dunghill to a diamond, a singed cat to 
a Bengal tiger, a whining puppy to a 
roaring ion. ’’ 

Atiother debate in which Conkling, 
then in the setiate, was a covspicuous 
figure, resulted! in a.sentence which has 
not been forgotten. Senator Lamar of 
Mississippi had resented as a falsehood 

» charge of broken faith made by Mr. 
Conkling, and the latter retorted that 
Lamar was @ coward, a blackguard and 

" liar. The Mississippi senator, who‘had 

‘never been accused of cowardice, looked 
over to his opponent. and sarcastically 
apologized for his first remark. ‘‘It-was 
one,’’ he said, ‘‘such as no good man 
would deserve and no brave man would 
wear.’’ Then he waited for Conkling to 
reply, but the New York senator was si- 
lent. 

Many of thesharp things said in con- 
gress are left out of The Record. Cobb's 
‘‘Where-was I at?’’ does not appear in 
official print, and Senator, Wolcott's 
quotation of the Spanish proverb to 
Senitor Carey, ‘/It is a waste of lather 
to shave an ass,’’ has also been cut ont:

having their origin in congress. Davy 
Crockett, thé author of ‘Be sure you're 
right, then go ahead,*’ was a member of 
the house of representatives for two 
years, but it does not appear that this 


l“oft qnoted advice was originated with 
him there. Henry Clay’s ‘‘f would rath- | 


er:be right than president’? was said t« 
somo friends at the capitol, but not in 
public debate. Senator Sherman, too, is 
the author of the ‘‘mending fences’’ 
phrase, although he waited until he was 
at his home in Mansfield before he ut- 
tered it. While Hayes was still presi- 
dent and Mr. Sherman was secretary of 
the treasury he entertained hopes of a 
presidential] nomination. Just before the 
Republican national. convention met he 
went to -Mansfield, and while there was

LIZARDS IN A TRANCE. 


One Medical Authority Regards It as a 
Kind of Hypnotism, 
An English scientific journal has re- 
‘ ceived an*interesting Communication on 
the- subject of the so called ‘‘death 
feigning instinct’’ of certain reptiles. 
The correspondent, who writes from 
Syria, says that when a certain species 
of Egyptian lizard is captured it makes 
a few vigorous efforts to escape, and 
then, if held firmly, falls into a limp, 
motionless state, which might easily 
lead an inexperienced person to think it 
dead. The animal, however, is simply 
in a trancelike condition. 
* Gentle respiratory movements.’ are 
*visible just’ behind the shoulders and 
sometimes show a rising and falling 
rhythm with short intervals of complete 
rest. The eyes remain wide open, but 
are commotly half closed, and thé lids 
wink slowly from time to time.spon- 
taneously or by reflex action. The 
mouth is almost open, sometimes wide, 
sometimes but little, and in either case 
the jaw is quite rigi®, and if closed by 
force is apt to reopen when the pressure 
is withdrawn. The limbs lie extended 
and semiflaccid, with some approach to 
a cataleptic condition—i. e., if bent or 
stretched into position not too strained, 
théy maintain such positions when let 
go—and the sume, is true of the trunk 
and tail. 

.A pin may be run through a fold of 
the skin without fully arousing the ani- 
mal,.a sluggish, feeble wriggle being 
the sole result. The. trance usually lasts 
about five minutes, when the animal, 
by a brusque effort, assumes its normal 
position.

HOW TO TELL A BAD EGG. 


An Infallible French Method Which Re- 
quires Only a Lighted Candle, 

When one calls fora fresh egg ina 
Parisian eating house, the chances are 
‘that one will be properly served. Not 
that there are no bad eggs in Paris as 
well as elsewhere, but) there are certain 
men employed at the central markets or 
halles whose only duty is to sift the bad 
or doubtful eggs from the good ones. In 
one of the cellars of the hilles one sees 
& man passing his hands rapidly before 
his eyes and in front of a lighted candle. 
Around him are baskets “containing 
thousands of eggs. His duty is to sepa- 
rate the bad ones from the good, and he 
is remunerated at the rate of 75-cen- 
times, or 15 cents, for 1,000. eggs. 

He accomplishes his work with ex- 
traordinary dexterity. With one hand 
he takes three or four eggs and brings 
them to the exact position he wishes be- 
tween his eye and the lighted candle as 
if by miigic. For an egg to be good the 
part that appears black must be com- 
pletely detached from the part that ap- 
pears white. In other words, the yolk 
and the albumen must, through the 
transparency of the shell, be seen to be 
quite separate. The white looks as if it 
radiates abont the central nucleus, and 
this nucleus is simply the embryo of. a 
chicken, which being denser, floats in 
the liquid which nourishes’ it.) When 
there is confusion betweem the trans- 
parent and ths obscure part, the egg is 
doubtful. 

To. sort eggs out quickly requires a 
long. experience. Theselection of winter 
provisions is an especially delicate task. 
In addition to reporting on the freshness 


markets also examine the size of eggs. 
Those that pass through a certain sized 
ring are put on one side as too small. 
The employee separates eggs merely by 
touching them. As the French markets 
are flooded with the produce of tiny Ital- 


ian chickens, the task is often a very’ 


long one. 

The men are all sworn in to do their 
work honestly, and with their serious 
and automatic look they make ,between 
$1.50 and $2aday. Theother employees 
of the halles bow down to them and are 
ever Willing to acknowledge their scien- 
tiflo superiority.

During the hearing Judge Shumway 
ordered the book containing the records of 
meetings of the corporators and directors 
to be produced in court. ‘Upon examina- 
tion it was discovered that there were no 
records of either body since 1891. : 

Lax Methods, 

Treasurer Holmes testified that there 
were very few indorsefnents of interest on 
the notes held by the bank, and that many 
depositors’ accounts had not been touched 
since 1883. There is no record of the vote 
of the directors ordering the 16 per cent 
scale. 

John A. McDonald, against whom the 
unexecuted and unrecorded mortgage is 
held, claims that the $6000 note accom- 
panying it has been reduced by payments 
of $2000, but there are no indorsements on 
the note and he holds no receipts. :

[WHAT A FROG'S CROAK DID. 


A Peculiar Incident That Led to the In- 
vention of the Telephone. ny 

It is not common knowledge, except 
to those familiar with electrical and 
telephone history, that the first telephone 
was constructed in Racine, Wis., and 
that the inventor, Dr. S. D. Cushman, 
isnow a resident of Chicago, His offices 
are in the Stock Exchange building. 
Here the venerable inventor, who built 
the first telegraph lines in this part.of 
the ‘‘far west,’’ pursues his business 
with more alertnessin affairs than the 
average young man. 

In a corner of the room isa large, 
worn piece of muslin, on which is 
painted in thincolor a representation of 
a telegraph line stretching away in the 
distance, connected with a crude instru- 
ment set on two logs, near which a frog 
is sitting by a stream. This old relic 
represents ee telegraph line of ‘‘ good 
cedar posts’’ which Dr. Cushman con- 
strueted west from Racine for the Erie 
and Michigan Telegraph company in 
1851, and the experimental lighthing 
arrester which led to his discovery. 

It is areminder of the days when Dr. 
Cushman was associ al with Proféssor 
Morse in the pioneer Uays of telegraphy. 
On his desk is the first telephone tfans- 
mitter, constructed in 1851, 25 years be- 
fore the Bell patents were taken out. It 
is a small, square box, with a speaking 
orifice and containing a mechanism on 
the same principle as that of the modern 
transmitter. 

In 1851 Dr. Cushman undertook the 
construction of a lightning arrester, his 
object being to take the lightning that 
struck the wire and run it into the 
ground, the instrument being so con- 
structed that it would not interfere with 
the light current used in telegrapbing. 
This instrument was placed out on the 
prairie on two logs, and inorder to 
know when it had operated a triple 
magnet, with a sheet of thin iron at 
the poles, similar in construction to a 
modern-‘‘receiver,’’ was placed in the 
corner of the box. In case the lightuing 
passed through the instrument the élec- 
tro magnet would pull this strip of iron 
down into the range ef, a pérmanent 
magnet, which would refain it until the 
instrument was inspe cted! 

A similar devicd was placed in the 
basement of the building at Racine and | 
connected with the other end of the line.
